The  Finance  Committee  has  reported  out  a  Budget  for  FY  90/91  without 
recommendation.   The  Committee's  review  process  this  year  began  the 
first  week  in  June  and  resulted  in  three  weeks  of  Budget  meetings 
rather  than  the  usual  two  weeks.   Most  of  you  know  that  I  believe 
the  actual  process  employed  to  develop  and  adopt  the  City's  annual 
budget  is  badly  flawed.   That,  however,  should  be  the  subject  for 
another  day  and  another  discussion. 

The  Budget  that  you  have  before  you  today  is  balanced,  and  is  not 
significantly  different  from  the  budget  the  Mayor  presented  to  the 
Board  on  June  1,  1990.   It  is  not  significantly  different,  in  my 
judgment,  because  the  fundamental  programs,  outcomes  and  policy 
choices  remain  intact.   The  differences  are  well  described  by  Budget 
Analyst  Harvey  Rose  in  his  report;  however,  I  want  to  highlight  what 
I  consider  to  be  areas  of  major  agreement  and  the  remaining  areas  of 
disagreement  among  Committee  members  and  the  Board  itself. 

From  the  EXPENDITURES  Column: 

AGREEMENT  Sharon  Arts  Center  and  Swimming  Pool  hours: 

The  committee  was  unanimous  in  its  desire  to  continue  the  Sharon 
Arts  Center  ($200,201)  and  to  keep  public  pools  open  seven  days  a 
week  ($256,321).   The  funds  to  achieve  these  goals  were  made 
available  as  a  result  of  the  Committee's  acceptance  of  Mr.  Rose's 
recommendations  for  reductions  in  various  departmental  budgets 
(total  reductions  to  the  Recreation  and  park  Department  budget,  for 
example,  is  $67,065). 

AGREEMENT  Zoo  Fees: 

The  Committee,  additionally,  reached  consensus  urging  the  Recreation 
and  Park  Commission  not  to  implement  the  proposed  Zoo  admission  fees 
to  children  under  twelve  years  old  ($250,000  reserved  to  cover.) 

DISAGREEMENT  Board  of  Supervisors  Legislative  Policy  Staff: 

I  dissent  from  Supervisor  Hallinan's  and  Maher's  action  to  eliminate 
the  Board's  newly  created  Policy  Staff.   Clerk  of  the  Board  John 
Taylor  cited  in  excess  of  twenty  reasons  why  this  is  not  an 
appropriate  action  for  this  Board  to  take  at  this  time.   I  believe 
the  Budget  needs  to  be  amended  to  reinstate  the  funds  for  this 
function  ($233,233);  and  I  will  make  an  appropriate  motion  at  the 
appropriate  time,  which  I  expect  to  be  on  July  16,  1990. 

I  will  make  this  motion  because  I  believe  it  is  The  City's  intent  to 
commence  a  Boot  Immobilization  Program  and  by  July  16,  1990  the 
Controller  will  certify  an  amount  in  the  general  vicinity  of  $2 
mi  1  lion.

$200  to  $150.   And  allowing  the  Payroll/Gross  Receipts  tax 
to  revert  to  1.5%. 

2.  Continuing  to  fund  Rent  Board  operations  from  a  per  unit 
fee  of  $8.00  per  unit/per  year. 

DISAGREEMENT  Increase  in  Parking  Tax  from  20%  to  25%; 

It  is  my  intent  on  roll  call  today  to  introduce  new  legislation 
increasing  the  Parking  Tax  to  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee 
for  a  hearing.   I  firmly  believe  the  City  needs  to  take  this  action 
to  have  funds  available  to  meet  growing  needs  in  health,  social 
services  and  general  children's  services. 

INSUFFICIENT  INFORMATION  Boot  Immobilization  and  Amnesty: 

THE  BOOT :  There  is  now  consensus  between  all  necessary  parties  that 
the  City  will  implement  a  Boot  Immobilization  Program.   There  is 
substantial  agreement  between  the  Controller,  the  Budget  Analyst  and 
the  Parking  and  Traffic  Department  that  IF  THE  PROGRAM  WERE  TO  BEGIN 
ON  OCTOBER  1,  1990  funds  of  $2.5  million  would  be  certified  by  the 
Controller.  The  remaining  question  as  to  the  Boot  is  what  is  a 
realistic  start-up-date?   October  1,  1990  seems  extremely  optimistic 
given  the  vicissitudes  of  Purchasing,  Civil  Service,  etc.   Even 
assuming  everyone  agrees  that  the  Boot  needs  to  be  expedited, 
October  1  is  questionable.   So,  the  revenue  estimates  may  need  to  be 
modified . 

I  have  asked  Director  of  Parking  and  Traffic  Commission  Rina  Cutler, 
Controller  Sam  Yockey  and  the  Budget  Analyst  to  bring  the  Board  a 
firm  startup  plan  and  budget  by  our  meeting  of  July  16,  1990. 

BOOT  AMNESTY:   Amnesty  remains  a  question.   The  Board's  Policy  Staff 
and  the  Budget  Analyst  need  to  do  some  serious  research  to  determine 
the  pros  and  cons  of  implementing  an  amnesty  program  at  this  time. 
The  appropriate  committee  of  the  Board  needs  to  then  hold  a  hearing 
and  recommend  a  course  of  action  to  the  Board.   This  should  be  done 
as  soon  as  possible.   In  any  event,  it  would  be  a  one-time  windfall 
in  revenue,  so  it  should  not  be  used  to  fund  ongoing  expenditures. 
Most  staff  who  have  looked  at  the  issue  feel  that  the  revenues  will 
not  go  much  beyond  $1-2  million  at  most. 

The  Controller  would  not,  therefore,  be  able  to  certify  the  funds, 
so  this  remains  outside  of  the  FY  90/91  budget  balancing  picture. 
This  could  change  if  the  information  were  gathered,  the  necessary 
hearings  held  and  agreement  reached  as  to  an  implementation  plan  and 
a  revenue  expectation. 

OTHER  OPEN/PENDING  MATTERS: 

1.   The  Board  adopted  legislation  to  implement  a  model/pilot  Day 
Laborers  Project  with  an  anticipated  price-tag  of  $60,000-100,000. 
This  amount  is  not  currently  provided  for  in  the  Budget. 
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2.  The  Board  adopted  legislation  to  implement  a  General  Assistance 
Income  Disregard  program  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $200,000.   Some 
monies  may  come  from  the  State,  however  this  amount  is  not  currently 
provided  for  in  the  Budget. 

3.  The  Board  adopted  legislation  to  implement  an  Elderly  and 
Disabled  Persons  Registry  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $50,000.   This 
amount  is  not  currently  provided  for  in  the  Budget. 

4.  Several  Supervisors  have  very  serious  concerns  about  the 
changing  nature  of  the  AIDS  epidemic.   While  the  Budget  before  you 
continues  programs  previously  started,  it  only  begins  to  scratch  the 
surface  of  growing/changing  needs  in  minority  communities,  for 
hospice  and  less  acute  care,  for  new  treatment  and  intervention 
strategies.   AIDS  is  a  ticking  time  bomb,  and,  if  we  can,  I  submit 
that  we  MUST  locate  funds  to  expand  our  current  system.   I  include 
in  this  some  recognition  of  what  is  a  emerging  epidemic  with  some 
indication  of  linkages  to  AIDS  called  Chronic  Fatigue  Immune 
Dysfunction  Syndrome  (the  funding  needed  for  CFIDS  at  this  time  is 
not  significant) . 

5.  The  needs  for  new,  expanded  and  improved  services  for  children, 
youth  and  families  is  a  priority  for  a  number  of  supervisors 
(especially  Ward,  Kennedy,  Alioto,  Hallinan,  Gonzalez  and  myself). 
This  means  more  money  for  youth  employment,  foster  care,  alternative 
programs  for  juvenile  justice,  teen  pregnancy,  alcohol  and  drug 
abuse,  homeless  youth,  and  additional  staff  to  eliminate  the  waiting 
list  at  Child  Adolescent  Sexual  Abuse  Resource  Center  (CASARC) ,  as 
well  as  a  number  of  other  areas  of  need. 

6.  The  final  item  which  received  significant  public  testimony 
before  the  Finance  Committee  was  the  need  for  additional  monies  into 
the  Affordable  Housing  Fund.   The  testimony  came  from  a  wide 
spectrum  of  the  community  (children's  advocates,  health  care,  AIDS, 
battered  women,  homeless,  etc.) 

BUDGET  RELATIVE  INITIATIVES  THE  COMMITTEE  INTENDS  TO  PURSUE: 

1.  Strengthening  our  Transit  First/Alternative  Transportation  Forms 
policies.   We  will,  with  President  Britt,  explore  practices  and 
policies  for  City  Employee  Parking,  (including  policies  that  pertain 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.) 

2.  Develop  and  implement  incentives  for  Department  managers  to  find 
creative  and  new  ways  to  improve  efficiency  and  effectiveness  at 
less  cost. 

3.  Develop  and  implement  incentives  for  employees  and  managers  to 
reduce  Worker's  Compensation  Costs. 

4.  Monitor  and  be  prepared  to  respond  quickly  to  expected  draconian 
State  budget  cuts.   Current  rational  estimates  see  State  budget 
cuts,  particularly  in  the  areas  of  Health  and  Social  Services, 
estimated  at  between  $10  and  $20  million. 

Finally,  I  expect  to  offer  at  the  Board  meeting  of  Monday,  July  15, 
1990,  an  amendment  of  the  whole  on  the  Budget  which  will,  I  hope 
address  some  of  the  issues  outlined  above.   It  should  be  noted  that 
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we  cannot  at  this  time  do  much  about  many  issues  that  require 
additional  revenues;  however,  I  hope  that  the  Board  will  consider 
specific  "Intent  to  Act"  resolutions  to  effectively  establish  a 
direction  for  use  of  funds  not  now  available  to  us.   For  example, 
should  the  November  jail  bond  issue  be  approved  by  the  voters,  it 
will  allow  $2  million  in  architectural  fees  to  be  returned  to  the 
General  Fund.   I  hope  the  Board  will  be  willing  to  earmark  those 
funds  for  specific  purposes  including  some  of  the  needs  articulated 
above.

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  imposing  one-half  of  one 
percent  salary  savings  which  would  generate  revenues  in  the  amount 
of  $2,340,000  to  be  reserved  for  AIDS  programs.

Ted  Lakey  stated  Ordinance  261-90  involved  three  types  of  changes. 
The  one  in  question  is  an  amendment  to  Section  5.80  which  states 
"immediately  following  said  argument  shall  appear  a  statement  of 
which  Supervisors  voted  for  and  which  Supervisors  voted  against 
submitting  said  argument.". 

In  response  to  Supervisor  Ward's  inquiry.  Deputy  City  Attorney 
Ted  Lakey  indicated  the  Supervisors  could  amend  the  text  of  the 
argument  to  include  language  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has 
approved  this  as  to  form  and  accuracy  and  it  does  not  mean  the 
members  support  or  does  not  support  this  measure;  consequently,  the 
added  words  would  count  toward  the  word  total. 

In  response  to  Supervisor  Walker's  inquiry,  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  stated,  an  ordinance  adopted  in  July  of  this  year  changes  the 
title  we  have  been  using  from  "official"  to  "proponent's"  or 
"opponent's"  arguments  to  be  published  according  to  the  order  of 
priority.   It  also  required  a  statement  of  which  supervisors  voted 
for  or  which  voted  against  submitting  the  argument.
